MORE TROUBLE BREWS FOR TODAY

Your hundred striking employés of the 
Illinois Steel company at South Chicago 
created one of the most seriois riots in the 
iistory of the town yesterday at 5:30 p. m. 
when they broke down the gates and attempt- 
edtodrive all the workmen from the rail 
mills, blast furnace, and mathine shops. A 
series of hard fights ensued in each of the 
Buildings. A riot call was turnedin. Capt. 
Jenkins with nine policemen arrived on the 
scene in a few minutes. The handful 
of > policemen attacked the rioters, 
who were armed with iron bars, coupling 

ins, clubs, and stones. Although outnum- 

the police drove the rioters outside the 
main gate, where a savage fight occurred, in 
which all the police officers were more or less 
injured. Probably 100 of the rioters had 
their heads cracked. Twenty-six of their 
number were arrested, all of whom were more 
or less hurt. Many wounded rioters were car- 
ried off by the crowd.

They succeeded so well that at 3p. m. the 
two old furnaces were shut down, and an 
order was issued to close the four new ones. 
This threw 900 men out of work, as the rest 
of the mills could not. be operated without 
pig-iron, of which there was little in stock. 
It was plain the whole plant would have to 
shut down unless the places, of the strikers 
could be filled. 

Late in the afternoon crowds commenced 
to gather outside the gate and the worst ele- 
ment of that part of the city was represented. 
There were few English-speaking men in the 
crowd, the majority being Hungarians and 
Poles, They congregated about the saloons 
in the vicinity and before evening there were 
many drunken men in the crowd. An un- 
known leader suggested that they form in a 
body, and storm the works. The plan was 
put into action within a few minutes. A 
rush was made forthe gate at Eighty-sixth 
street, where, with the few police that were 


- on guard, it was but the work of a moment to 


break down the gate and enter the grounds, 
Storms and Takes the Rolling Mill. 


There were from 300 to 500 men in. the 
mob, They moved quickly across the space 
to the rolling mill, stoppimg only to arm 
themselves with clubs and stones. Several 
stopped at the railroad track, gathering 
coupling-pins and heavy pieces of iron, while 
others wrapped stones in handkerchiefs to use 
as weapons. When the wild looking crowd 
presented itself at. the doors of the mill the 
workmen took in the situation at once and 
started to leave. Then some one called out 
for them to make a stand and fight. A sharp 
skirmish ensued, during which stones were 
thrown and clubs were used freely. The work- 
men were taken by surprise and a few min- 
utes decided the conflict against them. They 
scattered in all directions. 

The victorious mob then marched toward 
the blast furnaces. News of their coming had 
preceded the strikers and a workman inside 
turned a hot blastof airon the head of the 
marching crowd. This held it back for a mo- 
ment. A flank movement was made, how- 
ever, and entrance gained from a_ side door. 
The workmen here were chased’ out as the 
others had been. Jack Shepard, an old man, 
who had been in the employ of the company 
for years as a heater, refused to leave his 
post. He was attacked and badly beaten by 
the mob. 

in the meantime news of what was going on 
reached tlie office of the officials 200 yards 
away. They at once telephoned to the police 
station for help. ; 

In the meantime the mob marched on the 
machine shops. Here the workmen inside 
were prepared for them, armed with ham- 
mers, sledges. and heavy iron tools of every 
description. They met the foremost of the 
mob at the door, thtir formidable appearance 
checked the mob for an instant, and then an- 
other fight ensued, Thistime the rioters met 
a severe rebuff. It is believed that several of 
them are badly hurt. 

Police Beat Them Back. 


The workmen who had been driven from 
the blast furnaces ané rolling-mill had again 
congregated in the latter place. There the 
rioters returned for a second attack, and an- 
other hand-to-hand fight was in progress 
when the clang of the police patrol gong 
was heard. Thesight of the brass buttons 
and clubs of the officers caused comsterna- 
tion among the rioters. Many of them

APPRAISERS OF SCHOOL PROPERTY 
MAKE REVALUATIONS. 


Their Work Completed in Part and Report 
Filed with the Board of Education 
Delay in Some Cases Caused by Failure 
of Lessees to Make Answer—The New 
Valuation to. Run for Ten Years—The 
Report in Detail, Giving Tenants, Val- 
ues, and Rentals.

George M. McDonald is tired of the life of 
ease he is living in the pretty little jail at 
Geneva. He wants to get out. And so the 
friends of the chief offender. in the Guar- 
antee Loan and Invstment fraud have asked 
President Cleveland to release Mr. McDon- 
ald, who has served only five months of the 
eleven to which he was sentenced. McDon- 
ald’s friends have been at work on the par- 
don idea, and have been directed in their 
labors from the office of the prison in the 
Kane County Jail. There has been a heavy 
correspondence between McDonald and his 
helpers, and the result is that Senators and 
Representatives of the great State of Mis- 
sourl have been led into assisting in the 
effort to secure McDonald's release. These

eral weeks, during which all the lessees have 
been given an opportunity to eard. The 
Board of Education has also beén represented 
by ite attorney,D. L. Morrill. The report of the 
special committee of the board, in which 
terms fora revaluation were made, was laid 
before the appraisers. On behalf of the vari 
ous tenants the contention was made that the 
valuation sought to be established by the 
committee was high beyond all reason. In 
making, the values named in the re- 
port the appraisers have, with only 
one exception, reduced thé amounts 
very considerably from the committee’s 
figures. In the one exception there is appar- 
ently a serious mistake madein copying the 
figures in the board rooms. It is the lot, 
60.67x100 feet in size at Nos. 82 to 84 Pa- 
cific avenue, occupied by the City of Chicago 
as an engine-house. The valuation of 1885 
was $6,067 and the rental $364.02, while all 
the committee asked for was a valuation of 
$42,469. In the report as given out yester- 
day afternoon the appraisers’ value was put 
at $242,265, which would make the yearly 
rental value $14.535.90—more than twice the 
amount of theentire valuation as established 
ten years ago. © This figure is probably $200,- 
000 out of the way.

How the Appraisers Were Named. 


Under the terms of the lease, in the event of 
a failure on the part of the Board of Educa. 
tion aud the lessees to agree as to the terms of 
rental or the value upon which the rental was 
based, the entire matter was to be left toa 
board of appraisers, It was provided. the 
Board of Education was to name one apprais- 
er, who should serve as Chairman of the com- 
mittee; a second was to be appointed by the 
Judge of the Circuit Court of Cook County, 
and the third wasto be named by the Judge 
sitting as Judge of the United States Circuit 
Court in Chicago. Jobn McLaren, President 
of the Hide and Leather Bank, was selected 
by the Board of Education; Eugene Cary, 
Manager of the Western Department of the 
German-American Insurance company of 
New York, was selected by Judge C. C, Kohl- 
saat; and Gwynn Garnett, President of the 
Title Guarantee and Trust company, was 
named by Judge P. 8. Grosseup of the Unit- 
ed States District Court, who was sitting as 
Judge of the United States Circuit Court. 
They have held sessions nearly every after- 
noon and evening since their appointment 
and have been compelled to listen to lengthy 
arguments from each interest.

While I think a lighter sentence 
would have been sufficient to make an ex- 
ample of him, I would be in favor of having 
him punished more severely if he should now 
be released and start in the same business 
again.’’ 

McDonald was convicted through the ef- 
forts of Tum TRIBUNE, which made war on 
his fraudulent institution.

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MELEE IN A JUSTICE COURT.

Lawyer, Witness, and Judge Decide the Case 
on Prize Ring Rules. 

New York, May 7.—({Special.}]—There was 
an unusual yet fine exhibition of pugilism 
today in the court room of Justice of the 
Peace W. H. Van Arsdale, Mount Vernon. 
The Justice is an undertaker, and his office 
is next door to his coffin shop. 

There was a civil action before the court, 
in which a young clerk named E. E. Caldon 
was suing a Mount Vernon hatter for four 
days’ services. An attorney named Gray 
was pleading for the defense and question- 
ing Mr. McLaughlin, a witness, when the 
latter interposed with some remarks, and 
ended by saying that if Mr. Gray made a 
contrary statement he either showed his ig- 
norance of the facts or stated what he knew 
was not true. 

The speaker got no further. Attorney 
Gray, who stood only six feet away from 
him, turned suddenly upon him, and before 
the latter was aware of his intention dealt 
him a powerful blow between the eyes, shat- 
tering into small pieces the eyeglasses which 
he wore, seriously damaging his eyes, and 
cutting his face.

FINDS FLAWS IN THE INDICTMENT. 


Bill Against C. P. Huntington Declared to 
: Be Fatally Defective. 
New York, May 7.—Judge Brown of the 
United States Circuit Court handed down his 
opinion today denying the application of 
United States District Attorney McFarlane 
for the removal of Collis P, Huntington to 
California under an indictment recently 
found against him for an alleged violation of 
the intér-State commerce act ef 1887 in issu- 
ing a free pass to one Frank M. Stone ir 
California. The motion was opposed by 
Coudert Brothers and* Maxwell Evarts, 
Huntington's lawyers. Judgé Brown de- 
nies the application on the grounds that 
**the indictment is fatally defective in not 
averring that any use was ever made of the 
pass or ‘that any transportation was ever 
furnished under it. Where the indictment 
is bad in substance no removal will be grant- 
ed.” The Judge holds the various provis- 
ions of the act itself and the rulings and ad- 
judications of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission leave no doubt whatever that 
the act is intended to deal with transporta- 
tion, and that nothing in the act makes crim- 
inal the mere issuing of free tickets or passes 
that are never used. This precise point was 
adjudged by the Inter-State Cammerce Com- 
mission in the case of Griffe vs, The Bur- 
lington Railroad Company, 2 Int. Com. Rep. 
(No. 187), P. 301. No other adjudication has 
ever been made. |

CORNERING THE SUPPLY OF GOLD. 


Bond Syndicate Said to Be Preparing for 
, Another Treasury Raid. 

New-York, May 7.—A Washington special 
“Treasury officials profess to see 
something ominous in the purchase of the 
output of the gold mines of thé United States 
by brokers representing the Morgan-Roths- 
child bond syndicate, which is accumulating 
American gold at the rate of $2,500,000 to $3,- 
000,000 a month, which represents from 65 to 
75 per cent of the total production of mines 
of this country. It is taking practically al! 
the refined gold bars which are produced by 
the twenty-five or thirty private refineries 
in the East. The syndicate is under con- 
tract obligations to maintain the govern- 
ment gold reserve until the conclusion of its 
$62,000,000 bond deal. The government is ab- 
solutely at the mercy of the syndicate. The 
administration has contracted to sell the 
Syndicate any and all new bonds it may 
issue between February and next October, 
no price being named. Those who are fa- 
miliar with the detalls of this last enormous 
bond..transaction Say thg.,syndicate will 
f£9me_out $8,000,000 ahead, net, and the temp-

The syndicate is be- 
yond any question getting possession of all 
the gold ft can. When the emergency ar- 
rives the government will find its source of 
Supplies dried up completely.”’

MANSFIELD’S NEW PLAY REHEARSED. 


“The King of Peru” Not Likely to Make a 
Lasting Impression. 

New York, May 7.—[{Special.]—The first 
public rehearsal tonight of “‘ The King of 
Peru,”’ at the Garrick, turned out to be a 
very fair performance of a comedy which 
has some merit. There were certain hesi- 
tations and ragged edges in tonight’s inter- 
pretation. The actors knew their parts, but 
they were not facile in speech or responsive 
in action.

Louisville, Ky., May 7.—The examining 
trial of Fulton Gordon, who killed his wife 
and Arch Dixon Brown a week ago, was up 
today in the City Court. Col, James Andrew 
Scott of Frankfort was present at the re- 
quest of Gov. Brown. Marmaduke Bowdei, 
on behalf of the Bush family, said it would 
take no part in the trial. There was a hot 
argument over the admission of Gordon’s 
statement to the officers after the killing, 
Gordon’s counsel asserting that he was in 
such a condition as not to be able to make 
an intelligent statement.

MORTON TALKS FACTS 


SECRETARY'S ORUSHING ANSWER TO 
HI8 ORITIO OHERRY. 


Points Out to the Free Silverite the Fal- 
lacies of His Arguments and the False 
Premises Upon Which He Bases Them 
=‘ Beauties of a Double Standard ” Re- 
semble the Utility of Yardsticks of Dif- 
ferent Lengths Used to Measure Goods 
in One Market-Political Notes, 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—Secretary of 
Agriculture Morton has written a letter to 
James A. Cherry of Denver, Colo.,in reply 
to a letter from that gentleman criticising 
some statements in the interview with the 
Secretary printed a couple of weeks ago, which 
caused so much comment. The Secretary: 
Bays: 

It appears you and I perfectly aque on the 
fundamental point—namely: that demand and 
supply inexorably regulate all valuables whatso- 
ever, atmli times and in all places. You assume 
certain propositiqns to be true of silver, which 
aré not historically,true at all, but quite the re- 
verse of true. You say, for instance, ‘until 1873 
the chief use of silver was for coinage. 
It had other uses, but the demand for it for coin- 
age purposes -was steady and constant.” On this 
eg you have been monstrously misinformed. 

he first Federal coins of silver were minted in 
1794 and of gold in 1795. Their ratio to gold, 
as recommended by Secretary Alexander Haniil- 
ton and fixed by act of Congress, was l5tol. It 
was hoped thus to keep the two metals in equili- 
brio in the coinage. But they would not even 
come into equilibrium in that ratio, still less 
would they stay there. 

What was the matter with those silver dollars? 
Nothing; only they were too valuable. The 
coinage of silver dollars, authoritatively sus- 
pended at the American mintin 1805, was not 
resumed there for thirty years. In these few 
facts, which are official and unquestionable, be- 
hold the beauties and advantages of a double 
standard! Of two yardsticks of different lengths 
to measure cloth by in the same market, 

In the second place. Mr. Cherry, as an instance 
of an historical assumption contrary to facts 
and natural inference, ae me respectfully. to 
call your attention to the use, in common with 
many of the bimetallists, so called, of’ the date 
1873 as the time of the *‘demonetization of sil- 
ver.”” OUniess 1 am mistaken the silver dollar is 
not mentioned at ail, one way or the other, in the 
act of 1873. All the demonetization of silver, as 
1 understand it, that ever came about in this 
country happened in the law of 1853. 

You ask, “What creates demand?” and an- 
swer, ‘‘use.”” I ask, in my turn, what creates 
“use’’?= and answer, “‘demand.” Why is it 
there is so little “ase” of silver dollars in this 
country today while there are millions upon 
milliens of them lying idle? I answer confi- 
dently, because there is no adequate *“demand”’ 
forthem. Have you not innocently, but badly, 
mixed up “‘cause” and “effect” in this case? 
You have helplessly put the cart before the 
horse. What is the sense of § clamor- 
ing still for “unlimited coinage” when 
the Treasury cannot get rid by hook or 
by crook of atitbe of those already coined and 
lying in useless heaps? They are well minted, 
of just weight, nine-tenths fine, are legal tender 
for all debts, and bear the legion “In God.We 
Trust.”’ ° 

What ailsthem? I answer, and so must you, 
on reflection, there is no *‘demand’”’ for them 
and therefore no “use” of them. What more can 
the law do for them? 

Mr. Eckels, the present Controller of. thd Cur- 
rency, has made it by careful inquiries instituted 
through his department that about 50 per cent 
of the retail business of this country is achieved 
by means of checks drawn on local banks and 
aisoul by the banks with very little use of 
coins. ‘The relative employment of these instru- 
ments of creditfis constantly increasing, through 
the multiplication of banks and otherwise, and, 
of course, aiso, the quantity of coin money re 
quired to do the business of the world, or of any 
advanced country in the world. is steadily de- 
creasing relatively to the business done.

INCREASE IN A, P. A- MEMBERSHIP. 


Advance Guard of Delegates to Supreme 
Couneil Arriving at Milwaukee. 
Milwaukee, Wis., May 7.—[{Special.]—Judg- 
ing from the numbers of men wearing little 
American flags surmounted by brass eagles 
on the lapels of their coats who are floating 


around the corridors of the Plankinton 


House the meeting of the Supreme Council 
of the A. P. A. will be the largest which has 
been held. The increase in membership has 
come principally from the South and the 
New England States. At the last conven- 
tion New England had only one delegate; at 
least fourteen will be present tomorrow. 
Two colored delegates, John King of St. 
Louis and E. W. Turner of Washington, D. 
C., will be present at the meeting. 

The question of affiliation or consolidation 
with the Canadian Protective Association 
will be one of the important questions which 
will come before the counci]. When the 
American Protective Association was or- 
ganized its principles were only applicable 
to the United States, but since they have 
been broadened so that they can apply to 
any country an independent organization, 
based on the same principles, has been 
formed in Canada, England, and Austra- 
lia. On account of the mutual interests of 
the American Protective Association and 
the Canadian Protective Association it was 
deemed best to unite the councils of both 
countries. The basis of the union to be ef- 
fected has been agreed upon by committees 
from both organizations, and there is a 
strong delegation of Canadians present to 
meet the council and to perfect the details. 
It is said the Canadian Protective Associa- 
tion controls the Canadian elections. 

In regard to the scheme to form a new 
political party in this country, which has 
been talked of as one of the principal things 
to be done at this meeting, it is said by the 
officers that such a move would be opposed 
to the principles of the order, but they are 
free in saying the American Protective As- 
sociation might ally itself as a body to any 
party, new or old, which will adopt its prin- 
ciples or the greater portion of the funda- 
mental principles of the order and would not 
offer opposition to any of its principles 
which were not openly indorsed. They say 
that by acting as a unit inside the ranks of 
either of the old political parties they can 
control the next national conventions and 
dictate the nominees for President. There 
is talk of a distinctive A. P. A. party, which 
the conservative leaders say will not be 
formed, but at the same time they do nots 
deny but that the order may act as a wnit 
and try to control one of the national con- 
ventions. 

Secrecy will not be removed from the work 
of the order by this council, although the 
subject of making the ritual public will be 
discussed. 

The preliminary work for the opening of 
the council tomorrow has been completed. 
The Executive committee, Judicial Board, 
Ritual committee, and Committee on Cre- 
dentials were in session all day and have 
their reports ready for tomorrow’s meeting, 
which will open at 10 a. m.

AARON E, PERRIN NOT HIS RIGHT NAME 


Man Is Arrested and Fined, but His Iden- 
tity Is a Mystery.

The man who was arrested was arraigned 
as Perrin before Justice Foster yesterday 
and fined $10.

Each and every 
one 1s personal property. and so carefully is the 
distinction observed that when the clause impos- 
ing the succession tax is reached it is expressly 
limited to ‘money and the value ofall personal 
property acquired by gift or inheritance.” The 
opinion of the court deals with the case if rents 
were the only subject of the income tax law. 
That is not, I submit, the true way of looking at 
the matter. But suppose it to be adopted, what 
follows? Wethen have a statute dealing with 
landlords as a class, taxing them because of 
their vocation of landiord and measuring the tax 
by rents actually received. 

The taxpayer pays this year according to his 
money spending ability of last year, and 1t is en- 
tirely conceivable that a man who this year does 


. hot earn a cent and is without a cent of property, 


real or personal, may nevertheless be assessed on 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of income actn- 
ally received by him last year. Yet this is the 
sort of tax which is calied a tax on real estate 
forno otherreason than that last year’s rents 
form part of the yardstick by which this year’s 
money spending capacity is meas A greater 
error, I submit, could not easily be committed. 
It is intimated that, logica!ly speaking, if a tax 
on real estate is a direct tax 80 is a tax on per- 
sonal property, and that if a tax on rents is a tax 
on real estate soisa tax on interest and divi- 
dends a tax on the capital producing them. In 
1796 the fathers of the republic said: ‘* Here is 
a constitution of government, not a metaphysi- 
cal treatise,. It declares that certain taxes must 
appurtioned.’” The tax before us is not in its 
nature apportionable without. violating every 
principle of taxation; therefore, itis not a tax 
which is required to be apportioned. 


Choate Attacks the Tax. 

Mr. Olney was immediately followed by 
Mr. Choate, whose manner of introducing 
his remarks was strikingly peculiar. He be- 
gun as if in the middle of a sentence, or as if 


-he intended to complete a sentence begun 
and unfinished by either Mr. Olney or Mr,

The reason is found in the fact that 
the entire country is deeply concerned to 
know whether the safeguards which had been 
so dearly purchased by our fathers were to be 
preserved to the present and future genera- 
tions, or be trampled under foot and denied 
to us, 

Mr. Choate then began his real argument, 
saying he did not intend to surrender any ad- 
vantage gained by the former decision, and 
would regard it as settled and fixed that 
incomes trom municipal and State bonds 
could not be taxed. The decision meant that 
the court conceded ths inherent right of 
towns, counties, and States to borrow money, 
and that the Federal Government could not 
interfere with this right by crippling and 
weakening instrumentaiities of their credit. 
Mr. Choate ridiculed the position of the gov- 
ernment that a tax on rents was not a tax on 
land.

DISTINGUISHED HONOR FOR MR. UHL. 


Acting Secretary of State Is Present at a 
‘ Cabinet Meeting. 

Washington, D. C., May 7.—Mr. Uhl, Act- 
ing Secretary of State, attended the Cabi- 
net meeting today. This is the first time 
since President Arthur’s administration 
that an Assistant Secretary has been in- 
vited to participate in the Cabinet discus- 
sions. The presence of Mr. Uhl at the Cabi- 
net meeting caused rumors that Mr. Gresh- 
am was going to resign, but these appear 
to have no good foundation. Mr. Uhl, it 
was stated at the White House, had brought 
over an accumulation of foreign questions 
arising since Mr. Gresham’s illness, and 
was going over them with the President 
when Cabinet hour arrived. The President 
thereupon requested him to stay and read 
the documents to the Cabinet.

DOES NOT GO TO JAIL. 


SENATE SERGEANT-AT-ARMS LETS 
OOOPER ROAM AT WILL 


Wants an Indemnifying Bond Before He 
Confines the Chicago Man in Sangamon 
County’s Bastile<—KRefusal to Answer the 
Question as to the Firm's Profits Last 
Year the Reason for Placing Him Un- 
der Arrest=Pian Today Is to Have Some 
Constable or Sheriff Serve the Warrant, 

Springfield, Ill., May 7.—[Special.]—Frank 
H. Cooper of Siegel, Cooper & Co. of Chi- 
cago is in contempt of the Senate of the 
State of Ilinois. He does not seem the 
least bit worried or annoyed about it. He 
says right out in meeting that he will not 
tell the gentlemen who have been seeking 
to inquire into the business of the company 
in which he is interested and into the busi- 
ness of other heavy stores in Chicago, what 
the profits of Siegel, Cooper & Co. have 
been for the last year. The Senate has 
ordered him to do it. He says he won't, and 
there you are. 

Lieut.-Gov. Gill has remanded Mr. Cooper 
into the custody of Sergeant-at-Arms Ander- 
son. The arrest, if it may be so termed, is 
merely nominal. In fact, Sergeant-at-Arms 
Anderson is a wise man in his generation. 
He remembers all about the famous Hallet- 
Kilbourne case in Washington years ago, 
and he does not propose to take any chances 
in arresting Mr. Cooper on the say-so of a 
lot of Senators. He told the Senators he 
did not propose to do any such thing unless 
he was properly indemnified against a suit 
for false imprisonment. If the Senators 
would give him an indemnifying bond for 
$50,000 he would make Mr. Cooper his pris- 
oner. Without a good and sufficient bond of 
this character he would not move a wheel. 

Senator Moses Salomon, whose dignity is 
badly warped, wanted Mr. Cooper carried off 


to the Sangamon County Jail, and he seemed | 


to feel sore that this was not done. Cooper 
was ready to be arrested and had fortified 
himself with the best legal talent money 
can procure in anticipation of an arrest. He 
says he will see it out with thé Senators and 
give them the best battle he can make before 
he gets through with them. 

Mr. Cooper waited around the Senate 
Chamber quite awhile after adjournment at 
noon. Finally he went up to the Sergeant- 
at-Arms and said: : 

“Well, Sergeant-at-Arms I am at your dis- 
posal.”’ 

Sergeant-at-Arms Anderson replied: 

“I don’t want you. It’s dinner-time. You 
had better go to the Leland and get your din- 
ner. When I need you I will let you know.” 

Mr. Cooper went over to the hotel and got 
his dinner and has allafternoon and evening 
roamed about waiting to be arrested. Th? 
chances are he won’t be apprehended at all.

The Senators whose names do not appear 
above were in the main in their seats when 
the roll was called. They dodged and were 
afraid to come up to the rack. The whole 
thing is laughable and farcical in the ex- 
treme. Cooper would be pleased if he were 
arrested because he is ready to make a fight 
in the courts. He has the hearty codépera- 
tion of some of the largest retail houses in 
Chicago against whom the Salomon resolu- 
tion was directed. The matter will probably 
come up again before the Senate in the 
morning on a motion to reconsider, and the 
chances are that Mr. Cooper will be excused 
from answering the questions. 

After announcing’ the result of the vote the 
Chair told the Sergeant-at-Arms to bring 
Mr. Cooper before the bar of the Senate. 
He had been present in the Senate chamber 
during the discussion and was eVidently 
greatly surprised at the sudden turn events 
had taken. Mr. Cooper stepped briskly for.- 
ward and took his. place in front of tha 
clerk’s desk. His attorney, Mr. Binswanger, 
was not present. The Chair said: 

“It is the sense of the Senate, Mr. Cooper, 
that you answer the question, ‘What is the 
gross amount of business transacted by 
your corporation last year”? ”’ 

“I decline to answer,” replied the witness. 

“Then, Mr. Sergeant-at-Arms,” said the 
Chair, “‘you will take charge of Mr. Cooper.” 

Chairman Gill, after the session, said 
he had voted in favor of requiring an answer 
because he thought the question concerning 
the gross amount of business differed from 
the other questions, and that it was one 
which it was eminently fit for the Senate to 
require an answer. He said he expected Mr. 
Cooper’s action would be immediately to 
swear out a habeas corpus. 


Cooper Does Not Take It Seriously. 


When asked about his arrest Mr. Cooper 
said it was a great surprise to him. He at- 
tributed it to the defection of certain mem- 
bers of the Senate whom he thought were 
favorable to him and who had told him they 
would vote on his side of the question. He 
was not inclined to look upon his arrest as 
anything very serious. He said: 

I was taken by surprise by the turn of events 
this morning. I came down here today without 
my attorney, but I have telegraphed for him and 
he will be here by tomorrow morning. I expect 
the matter will then eome up on a vote to recon- 
sider it. I shall not swear out a writ of habeas 
corpus for the present at least. Several of my 
friends in, the Senate have advised me to modify 
my stand’ and make reply to the question. I am 
not disposed to do so. I propose to stand upon what 
I consider my rights in this matter, and far from 
modifying my refusal I propose to stand my ground 
firmly and see this matter through. Now that so 
much of my time has been wasted in this way I 
might as well go ahead and vindicate myself and 
the principle involved. I propose to find out just 
how far the Legislature can go in interfering with 
the private affairs of business corporations. 


Discussion of the Cooper affair was al- 
lowed to-occupy by far the greatest part of 
the Senate’s morning session. The con- 
tempt proceedings on the motion of Senator 
Johnson that Mr. Cooper be not reequired 
to answer the query in regard to the cost of 
advertising by his firm during the last year 
was on the calendar the pending question, 
and a resolution by Senator Berry discharg- 
ing the witness without requiring such re- 
plies was a special order on the calendar for 
the day. 

Senator Berry called up the question. 
Senator Salomon started the discussion by a 
lengthy speech, occupying over an hour, in 
which he sought to explain the,Senate’s 
right to a reply to the questions and in which 
he reviewed again the arguments in favor cof 
an investigation into department stores by 
the committee on account of the many 
charges made by the smaller tradesmen of 
injury to their business and the abuses it 
was alleged that resulted from the loose 
methods used in conducting department 
stores. The Senators were inclined to treat 
the matter jocosely, and this attitude of 
theirs was emphasized by the great length 
of the speaker’s arguments and the great 
gravity and serious importance with which 
he treated the subject. Senator Salomon 
appeared with counsel. R. E. Cantwell, a 
Chicago attorney, who has been retained by 
him to assist in the investigation of the com- 
mittee, was by him today, and they con- 
sulted frequently during the session.

one of these interrruptions Senator Maho- 
ney took sides with Senator Salomon, and 
a lively debate was started. In concluding 
his remarks Senator Salomon said he had 
a letter addressed to him from a person who 
said the abuses referred to, if allowed to 
continue much longer, would lead to sum- 
mary measures being taken by individuals 
to puta stop tothem. He urged, therefore, 
thut it was high time for the Senate to take 
action and to adjust the matter peaceably 
and without violence, 

When he had finished the Senate proceed- 
ed to take roll-call votes whether to compel 
replies to the different questions propounded 
to Mr. Cooper by the committee. 

On the first question, what the cost was of 
the advertising per year, on motion of Sen- 
ator Johnson, the Senate voted—yeas, 28; 
nays, 13—that Mr. Cooper be excused from 
answering. 

Senator Wélls explained that he voted 
against requiring an answer to this ques- 
tion because he thought it irrelevant to the 
committee’s inquiry. He took this stand, he 
said, in spite of numerous dispatches from 
Chicago and elsewhere sent to influence his 
vote. 

The second question was: “ Will you pro- 
duce your pay-roll?’’ 

On motion of Senator Berry the witness 
was excused from answering. by roll-call— 
yeas, 26; nays, 11. 

Senator Johnson in explaining his vote in 
the negative said that he favored any legis- 
lation that tended to control such corpora- 
tions as these department stores by State 
inspection. But he did not believe in com- 
pelling an answer to the question, as it was 
not relevant to the committee’s inquiry. 

Senator Higbee in explanation of his vote 
said it was his belief that the Senate had no 
authority to ask this question and that it 
was an invasion of the rights of private 
citizens. 

Questions Relating to Profits. 

The third question, what were the profits 
made during last year, witness was also ex- 
cused from replying to on motion of Senatcr 
Johnson by a vote of yeas, 26; nays, 12. 

Senator Paisley said while he was opposed 
to establishing a precedent which would pre- 
vent the investigation of corporations by 
the Senate, yet he did not think that either 


the question or the resolution under which | 


the committee was appointed was justified 
by circumstances. 

The fourth question, as to the amount of 
profits during the last few years, was put 
directly and resulted in a vote of yeas 12, 
nays 25, against compelling him to make an- 
swer. 

The fifth question, as to the gross amount 
of business transacted last year, resulted in 
the vote, decided finally in the negative by 
the Chair’s vote—yeas; 20; nays, 19. 

Senator Mahoney said this question in his 
opinion differed from all the others. If the 
Senate had any right whatever, he said, in 
such an investigation this question should 
be answered. Banks and building and loan 
associations were compelled to make de- 
tailed statements of their net earnings, their 
assets, and their profits, and why wasit not 
equally right for the people to have informa- 
tion about department stores. Besides, this 
corporation was conducting a bank as one 
of its departments, which made it still more 
important that a reply should be insisted 
upon. 

After a conference with Attorney-General 
Moloney this afternoon Lieut.-Gov. Gill is- 


' gsued a warrant of commitment, addressed 


to J. O. Anderson, Sergeant-at-Arms of the 
Senate, and all Sheriffs, directing the incar- 


ceration of Frank H. Cooper in the Sanga- | 


mon County Jail, to be kept in custody until 
he shall signify his willingness to satisfac- 
torily answer the question propounded by 
the Senate. The warrant was drafted by the 
Attorney-General and meets his approvalas 
te its legality. The warrant, however, is di- 
rected to all Sheriffs, Deputy Sheriffs, and 
Constables, and if there is a clash brought 
about on account of Anderson’s refusal to 
carry out the mandates of the Senate some 
other officer will likely be pressed into seryv- 
ice. 

The Senate passed but one bill this morn- 
ing. This was the one introduced by Sena- 
tor Crawford amending the act in regard to 
Park Commissioners and providing that the 
Thirty-fifth street boulevard in Chicago be 
converted into a thoroughfare.

FIGHTS TO USE THE GERMAN TONGUE, 


Waldeck Lodge Knights of Pythias Seeks to 
Enjoin the Grand Lodge. 

The legal fight between Waldeck Lodge 
of the Knights of Pythias and the Grand 
Lodge of that order came up for hearing yes- 
terday morning before Judge Brentano. 
The proceedings are in the nature of a bill 
for injunction filed by the subordinate lodge 
against the Grand Lodge *to restrain the 
latter from taking away its property and 
its charter and dissolving the lodge. Wal- 
deck Lodge was chartered in 1886 and 
adopted rules which made the use of the 
German language imperative in the lodge. 
These rules, it is asserted, were passed upon 
by the Grand Lodge without dissent and 
were adopted. Last September Grand Chan- 
cellor Blackwell, by order of the Grand 
Lodge, sent out an order that all lodges 
without exception should use the English 
language in their ritual. The fifteen Chica- 
go German lodges protested, but their pro- 
test was not considered by the Grand Lodge. 
Waldeck Lodge continued to use the Ger- 
man ritual, and in January it was notified 
that the password would be taken away 
from it and its property confiscated because 
it had refused to obey the order of the gov- 
erning body of the order. The present suit 
is brought to test the right of the Grand 

ge to make such an order. Attorney 
William Vocke represents the German 
lodge and the Grand Lodge is represented 
by ex-Judge Anthony. The arguments will 
be continued this morning. ,

IT MAY RUN INTO JUNE 


ROUSE TAKES NO ACTION AS TO 


PINAL ADJOURNMENT, 


Resolution Is Postponed and Goes Over 
Another Week=—Lot of Business Rushed 
Through—Train Robbery Bill Is Ad- 
vanced=Mrs, Gen. Logan Gets a Greet- 
ing=“ The Alderman’s True Friend ” in 
the Hands of the Governor—Pickrell 
Bribery Charge Falls on a Senator. 


Springfield, Ill, May 7.—[Special. ]—The 
House took up the resolution for final ad- 
Journiment of the Legislature and made its 
consideration a special order for next Tues- 
day. A great many members declare they 
will not permit the General Assembly to come 
to an end without consideration of measuras 
in which they take personal iaterest. They 
are willing tostay here ail summer, if need 
be, to accomplish that resuit. 

The House took up the order of House bills 
on second reading and went sailing along 
down through the calendar at lightning speed 
until a snag was struck in the shape of an 
amendment to the garnishment law, offerei 
by the Retail Grocers’ Association of the 
State. This measure consumed the greater 
part of the afternoon, and its consideration 
was postponed a week. In the meantime 
ten or twelve of the heaviest appropriation 
bills were ordered enrolled and engrossed and 
to a third reading. The chances are that all 
the appropriation bills will be on third reading 
before the week is over and with them will be 
found 150 or 200 House bills. 

The Republicans throughout the State are 
beginning to be apprehensive lest the session 
run into June, and a general demand is going 
up that the Legislature finish its labors be- 
fore June 1. This work can be eas'ly ac- 
complithed if the members will vote on the 
first roll-call and refrain trom offer. 
ing dilatory motions. The Demo- 
insisting that «the ’ House 
take a recess of eight or ten days from, and 
after June 2, on account of. the Democratic 
State convention which will meet here June 
5. The convention will run two days. Three 
days will be required to get the House of 
Representatives ready for it and three days 
more to restore it so it will be again fit for 
occupancy by the members. 

The House transacted a vast deal of buai- 
ness today, holding -norning and afternoon 
sessions. It is believed that an adjournment 
will be reached by June 1. 


Train Robbery Bill Advanced. 


The House this morning took up Senator 
Bogardu;’ bill allowing the infliction of capi- 
tal punishment for train robbery, and with- 
out debate or amendment advanced the same 
to third reading. It will be sent 
to the House some day this week, The 
bill was introduced early in the session and 
went along in the usual order, The tragedy 
on the Alton road a few days ago wherein an 
engineer was shot Gown at his post by a band 
of train robbers has attracted the atten- 
tion of the entire Legislature to tne bill. 
The necessity for such iegisiation is apparent 
to every one, and the biii will be ianded in 
the-Governor’s office with all pocsibie speed. 
It has the indorsement of the railroad com- 
panies, the express companies, ali of the Chi- 
cago banks, many of the heaviest business 
houses, and thousands of the law-abiding 
citizens of the State.

That is not, I submit, the true way of looking at 
the matter. But suppose it to be adopted, what 
follows? Wethen have a. statute dealing with 
landlords as a class, taxin@’ them because of 
their vocation of landiord and measuring the tax 
by rents actually received. 

The taxpayer pays this year according to his 
money spending ability of last year, and it is en- 
tirely conceivable that a man who this year does 
not earn a cent and is without a cept of property, 
real or personal, may nevertheless be assessed on 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of income actn- 
ally received by him last year., Yet this is the 
sort of tax which is called a tax on real estate 
for no otherreason than that last year’s rents 
form part of the yardstick by which this year’s 
money spending capacity is measured. A greater 
error, I submit, could not easily be committed. 

It is intimated that, logically speaking, if a tax 
on real estate is a direct tax sois a tax on per- 
sonal property, and that if a tax on rents is a tax 
on real estate soisa tax on interest and divi- 
dends a tax on the capital producing them. In 
1796 the fathers of the republic said: ‘* Here is 
a constitution of government, not a metaphysi- 
cal treatise. It declares that certain taxes must 
be appurtioned.”’ The tax before us is not in its 
nature apportionable without violating every 
principle of taxation; therefore, itis not a tax 
which is required to be apportioned.

He 
Says right out in meeting that he will not 
tell the gentlemen who have been seeking 
to inquire into the business of the company 
in which he is interested and into the busi- 
ness of other heavy stores in Chicago, what 
the profits of Siegel, Cooper & Co. have 
been for the last year. The Senate has 
ordered him to do it. He says he won't, and 
there you are.

Cooper Does Not Take It Seriously. 


When asked about his arrest Mr. Cooper 
said it was a great surprise to him. He at- 
tributed it to the defection of certain mem- 
bers of the Senate whom he thought were 
favorable to him and who had told him they 
would vote on his side of the question. He 
was not inclined to look upon his arrest as 
anything very serious. He said: 

I was taken by surprise by the turn of events 
this morning. I came down here today without 
my attorney, but I have telegraphed for him and 
he will be here by tomorrow morning. I expect 
the matter will then eome up on a vote to recon- 
sider it. I shall not swear out a writ of habeas 
corpus for the present at least. Several of my 
friends in the Senate have advised me to modify 
my stand and make reply to the question. I am 
not disposed to do so. I propose to stand upon what 
I] consider my rights in this matter, and far from 
modifying my refusal I propose to stand my ground 
firmly and see this matter through. Now that so 
much of my time has been wasted in this way I 
might as well go ahead and vindicate myself and 
the principle involved.

FIGHTS TO USE THE GERMAN TONGUE, 


Waldeck Lodge Knights of Pythias Seeks to 
Enjoin the Grand Lodge. 

The legal fight between Waldeck Lodge 
of the Knights of Pythias and the Grand 
Lodge of that order came up for heaPing yes- 
terday morning before Judge Brentano. 
The proceedings are in the nature of a bill 
for injunction filed by the subordinate lodge 
against the Grand Lodge #to restrain the 
latter from taking away its property and 
its charter and dissolving the lodge.

WOOL DULL IN THE BOSTON MARKET. 


Purchasers Are Buying Only Sparingly and 
New Clips Are Not Arriving. 
BOSTON, Mass., May 7.—The wool market has 
been dull the last week and the market sagging. 
Purchasers are only buying from time to time as 


the streets are making vigorous objection. 
The company is proceeding carefully and 
quietly, but some of the objecting property- 
owners are organizing to defeat the plan. 
Wherever the company’s agents go to secure 
frontage signatures petitions are also circulated 
in opposition to the building of the line. There 
will undoubtedly be considerable diffic ulty in ob- 
taining right of way on some of the streets. But 
in cases where there are large holdings of unim- 
proved property the congent will be more readily 
obtained, There is little doubt that within a few 
months a number of electric lines will be construct- 
ed in this territory which will be feeders to the 
cable. 

The stock market continues active and firm. 
The advances in quotations were notable yester- 
day except in the case ae Side. That stock 
opened where it closed’ MOaday afternoon, at 
25l'o, and on an active.market Advanced steadily 
to 2M, the highest point it has reached since Feb- 
ruary, 1895. The close was within \, of the top, 
and the tone of the market decidedly strong. 
There seems to have been more’actua! investment 
buying of North Side than of any of the other 
active securities. Investors who are by no means 
reconclied to the West Side management are talk- 
ing enthustastically about North Side prospects, 
although the management is of course the same. 
There is good buying of cash stock as well as 
speculation in the account. The bulls call atten-

Sterling rates declined materially yesterday, but 
some of the loss was regained before the close. The 
reduction in the bidding price for future deliveries 
indicates that the New York dealers believe the 
market has at last started downward in earnest. 
The weakness now is largely the result of the of- 
ferings of bills against the purchases of securities 
for foreign account. Dow-Jones had the follow- 
ing regarding the sterling situation in New York: 

‘ The weakness in the exchange market has re- 
suited in a decline of very near lc per pound in 
rates for sterling as compared with the highest 
ruling a short time ago. The. decline has been en- 
tirely natural and due altogether to the large sup- 
ply of security bills which has during the last few 
days become the predominant feature of the mar- 
ket. We are told that the syndicate has made no 
efforts whatever in the direction of forcing down 
exchange. Low rates for exchange were not nec- 
essary for its operations, but the decline has en- 
abled them not merely to cease drawing altogether 
but also to cover some substantial] lines of short 
exchange sold in the early spring. The supply of 
exchange comes from a great many quarters. 
clearly showing that it is due not to any. isolated 
operation on the part of one or two firms, but to 
something like a general buying movement on the 
mart of London, which is being handled by a num- 
or of firms. Bankers closely identified with the

Archibald C. Haynes of New York Retires 
from the Business. 

New York, May 7.—[{Special.]—The Trib- 
une says: ‘‘A stir in life-insurance circles 
has been caused by the sudden and unex- 
pected retirement of Archibald C. Haynes, 
who for a number of years has been the 
principal agent in this city of the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, at No, 120 Broad- 
way.

There 
was a report today that one reason for the 
retirement of Mr. Haynes was a disagree- 
ment with George E. Tarbell, the Third Vice-

‘‘Mr. Tarbell said: ‘ I have had the kind- 
est feeling for Mr. Haynes. The society 
aided him “in 1893 when he became involved 
in financial troubles and his paper went to 
Protest.’ ”’

In the opinion of 
the grand jury there are organized gangs 
which movefromcity to city for the express 
purpose of buying small business establish- 
ments and after securing a large amount 
of insurance set fire to them for the purpose 
of obtaining the insurance.

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STRIKERS IN A RIOT. 


gAVAGE BATTLE FOUGHT WITH THE 
POLIOE AT SOUTH OHICAGO, 


Rabble Beaten Back and Twenty-six Men 
Arrested After the Trouble Is Overe 
Ten Biuecoats Among the Injured=The 
Mob Harls Slag and Rocks—At Firat It 
Takes Part of. the Illinois Steel Com- 
pany’s Works—More Trouble Expected

and‘ all sorts of heavy weapons. Almost 
every man carried a heavy piece of 
slagin his hand, which he had picked up 
from the street. Several ugly looking pieces 
ofiron, including coupling pins and bolts, 
were taken from men before an attempt was 
made to arrest them. Two nelicemen made 
arush forthe man who was supposed to be 
the leader. No sooner had they taken him by 
thearm then the air was full of flying stones 
and flourishing clubs. The crowd by this 
time had grown to immense proportions, 
and was so dense about the ten policemen 
that there was danger for the first time of 
their being overcome. At this juncture Capt. 
Jenkins pluaged into the thickening 
fight. Every man he could reach went 
down from a heavy biow of his club. 
He literally walked over ther. The 
fight was sharp and’ decisive. In three 
minutes the crowd had ‘scattered in every 
Showers of sticks and stones came 
from alleys and behind buiidings. The win- 
dows and even the housetops in the vicinity , 
were crowded with men, women, and chil- 
dren, who cheered the crowd and yelled: 
‘Kill the coppers !”’ 

The critical moment had passed when the 
second wagon load of police arrived on the 
scene and found Capt. Jenkins and his nine 
men in full possession. Five more wagon 
loads, making in al! alrnost 100 men, arrived 
on the scene in quig succession. But the 
riot was quelled and the disturbers dispersed 
almost within an hour, and the streets, except 
for the great number.of police, looked even 
more quiet than usual, 

: " Jenkins Gathers in the Leaders. 

Capt. Jenkins was not satisfied alone with 
dispersing the crowd. He intended to arrest 
the ringleaders and he did it. In less than 
twenty minutes three wagon loads of prison. 
ers left the scene. Some of them. were found 
ic hiding in back rooms of saloons, and sev- 
eral were pulled from under the sidewalk 
near where the fight occurred. As soon as a 
sufficient number of police arrived they 
were formed in lines reaching clear across the 
street, and the work of clearing the street for 
several blocks in all directions was com- 
menced. Thenthe police were divided in 
marched through 
every alley in the vicinity and nothing but 
women and children were left insight. An 
order was given to close every saloon within 
half a mile, and this was aecomplished in fif- 
teen minutes, 

Inspector Hunt arrived from Hyde Park at 
6 o'clock. There was little left for him to do 
except tocommend the work of Capt. Jen- 
kins and his men. It was the busiest hour 
and a half that the South Chicago Police Sta- 
tion ever knew, At5S:10p. m. the message 
reached the office over the telephone that 400 
strikers had broken down the gate at Eighty- 
sixth street. Capt. Jenkins and every man 
in the station answered the eall. At 5:55 the 
second message came that twenty men- were 
wanted at the main gate, and to order 
reinforcements from all nearby § stations. 


, The Grand Crossing wagon wae already on 


the way loaded with police. Another wagon 
ani twenty men came from Englewood, 
twenty came from the Fiftieth Street Station, 
and twenty from the Hyde Park Station by 
Illinois Central train. Fifteen came from 
Woodlawn a little later. -All this time the 
fight was going on in the yard. Shortly after 
6 o'clock the message arrived that fifty more 
men were wanted at the main gate at once, 
and then Inspector Hunt issued a general order 
to-hold every available man in the suuthern 
part of the city ready to report at South Chi- 
cago on the shortest possible notice. About 
this time prisonere commenced to arrive and 
the -Desk Sergeant was busy booking the un- 
pronounceable names of the twenty-six rioters 
brought in before 7 o’clock. 

As soon as the greater part of the distur b- 
ance had been quelled Inspector Hunt and 
Capt. Jenkins turned their attention to pre- 
venting any recurrence of the trouble. Large 
crowds were not permitted to congre- 
gate on the street corners in any part of 
the town. Some of the most boisterous at- 
tempted to show fight oh several occasions. 
They immediately were given a taste of the 
policemen’s ever-ready clubs, .At the police 
station an immense crowd congregated. A 
detail of twenty men drove it back fora 
block in all directions. Even there the peo- 
ple were compelled to keep moving. The 
town was apparently in perfect order before 
98 o'clock.

EXCITING SCENES ABOUT THE JAIL.

Mob Acts as if It Would Like More Battle, 
but Holds Aloof. 

After the riot and arrests interest and ex- 
citement were transferred to the police sta- 
tion on EKighty-ninth Street, where the lead- 
ers were locked up. At one time the vicin- 
ity was thronged with a mob of men and 
women numbering between 3,000 and 4,000, 
They were clamorous and ugly and threat- 
ened to raid the jail and take their com- 
panions out. The only .thing, it seemed, 
that held them back was lack of a leader. 
However, the station just about that time 
fairly swarmed with policemen, and every 
few minutes a patrol wagon carrying fif- 
teen or twenty bluecoats would dash up and 
Scatter the crowd. These were the rein- 
forcements arriving from Hyde Park, 
Woodlawn, Grand Crossing, and Engle- 
wood. The outbreak, which he Says was 
entirely unexpected, caused Capt. Jenkins 
to call upon Inspector Hunt at Hyde Park 
for more men. The Inspector at once re-

sponded and came himself, with twenty 
men, from his station. Lieut. Melaniphy 
and twenty men from Woodlawn were the 
first to put in an appearance, but these 
were followed closely by Serget. Van Pelt, 
with the Grand Crossing wagon and a squad 
of twenty. Then came Inspector Hunt and 
his force, and right after him the Englewood 
contingent. While all these wagons and po- 
licemen were at the station the noisy mob 
held back and kept a respectable distance 
away. 

Fearing an attack upon the jail, Capt. 
Jenkins took advantage of the moment and 
sent details of men to guard the street witn 
orders to allow no person not havingaright 
there to go within half a block of the sta- 
tion. Then one crowd, probably 2,000 strong. 
collected at Commercial avenue and EFighty- 
ninth street, half a block east of the sta- 
tion, and another equally as large in Ex- 
change street, half a block west. ‘There the 
men hung two hours gesticulating and talk- 
ing in their native language in a boisterous 
manner. Eight and ten policemen guarded 
each approach. Sometimes the mob would 
rush forward as if determined to break 
through the lines, when the police would 
draw their clubs and drive them back. The 
sight of the clubs raised in a threatening 
manner seemed to have a salutary effect 
upon those who assumed to undertake a 
leadership. A good many of these fellows 
had felt the force of those weapons on their 
heads in the earlier engagement. 

By 10 o’clock the crowds began to thin out 
and within an hour only smaW knots of men 
and a few women remained. The women 
appeared to be more persistent than the 
men. They wanted to charge the station 
and rescue the prisoners regardless of conse- 
quences. The mob was made up entirely of 
Hungarians, Poles, and Bohemians, and 


only those acquainted with their language 


knew what they were saying. None of 
them could talk English. 

At 10 o’clock, when the streets were com- 
paratively cleared of crowds and everything 
was quiet, both Inspector Hunt and Capt. 
Jenkins said they had no fear of any more 
troubie during the night. When the Cap- 
tain dispersed th» mob at the works he closed 
some forty or ‘ty of the saloons at which 
these people ha/ been filling themselves with 
bad liquor all’ ay. Asthey began to sober 
off they starte?é for their homes and the Cap- 
tain was sure they would stay there until 


. morning. 

Peter Leiendecker, the policeman who was 
battered over the left eye with a linch pin, 
had to be taken to the hospital to have his 
injured head dressed. 


STRIKERS HAVE NO GRIEVANCE. 


Manager Walker Discusses the Wage Issue 
and the Mob Onslaught, 

According to Manager Walker the men 
who are now out on strike have absolutely no 
grievance in the matter of reduction of 
wages. The wages paid, it is admitted, 
are low, but no higher have been paid fur 
five years. The charge that the men have 
been suddenly cut from $2.10 to $1.60 a 
day, Mr. Walker'says, is absolutely false. It 
is a fact that some of the men are dis:atisfied 
with their wages, but Mr. Walker declares 
those who are actually on strike only number 


sixty. Last night he said: 

** All talk about reduction in wages in the 
works of the Illinois Steel company is false. 
It is not a fact that the wages of the men 
have been cut from $2.10 a day 
to $1.60. Some years ago, about five, 


the whole affair from the steps of the office. 
The number of men who broke in was 
lesa than 200. I should say there was a 
big crowd outside the gates, bui it 
was composed of onlookers. The fact that 
Capt. Jenkins and eight men drove the strik- 
ers out seems to me to dispose of the 800 
men story., At the time of the invasion 
there were from 1,500 to 2,000 men at 
work. These either quit or were driven 
out. The number of men now aTected by 
the trou le is 2,500... The works will be that 
many short in the morning and will probably 
notrun. One department we are determined 
to run and that is the open hearth steel mill. 
There we make ship and boiler plates. The 
employés are skilled workers, among whom 
there is no trouble and who will not bedriven 
out by a mob.”’ 

‘* Will you fill the places of the strikers?” 
Mr. Walker was asked. 

‘*That,’’ answered the Superintendent slow- 
ly, **is a question it is yeta little early to 
discuss.”’ 


STATEMENT MADE BY THE COMPANY. 


Denial That the Wages of the Men Have 
Been Reduced. 

None of the officials of the Illinois Steel 
company would taik yesterday. At the down- 
town offices the officials were either ** out ”’ or 
**too busy to talk.’’ An order prohibiting 
passes to the works was sent out early in the 
day. At South Chicago no official informa- 
tion was to be had, Last night, however, a

statement was sent out by President J. W. 
Gates. Itisin the form of a statement by 
Robert Forsyth, Second Vice-President, and 


is as follows: 

Between 250 and 350 of the workmen at our 
Joliet plant struck for an increase in wages va- 
rying from 20 to 40 percent. Among these men 
were common laborers, firemen, greasers, switch- 
men on narrow gauge engines, etc. We decided 
that in view of the demoralized cordition of the 
merket for our products we could not pay 
this advance, and therefore decided _that it was 
policy to close our works at Joliet Jast night, 
with exception of our rod mill and blast fur- 
nace. Ourrod mill was obliged to close, how- 
ever, because the firemen who had charge of the 
boilers were not willing to work. Asa conse- 
quence nothing at Joliet is ruoning excerpt the 
blast farnace. We had acontract with our fire- 
men for the year 1895. This contract was signed 
irdividually by the men, and they have violated 
this contract in going out. 

At the South Chicago works of the Llinois 
Steel company the only trouble we have had up 
to date bas been with the blast furnace men. 
We had a contract with these men for the year 
1895, some of whom, such as the top-fillers, 
cagers, etc.. made a demand for additional men 
to do the work. Weshowed them that they bad 
done this work all of last year with the present 
pumber of men and at the present rate of wages 
and declined to increase either the men or the 
money. The men mentioned then left theit-work, 
and in a secon interview with the Superintend- 
ent announced that they wanted eight hours’ 
work besides an increase in the number of men. 
This we declined tv accede to, and they quit work 
Monday afternoon. Tuesday morning thesesame 
men went tothe four furnaces which were still 
in operation and drove off the men working 
there, who had made no request for increase of 
pay or decreased hours, so that at present there 
= none of our furnaces working at South Chi- 
cago. 

ln regard to the wages paid, it should be un- 
derstood 
wages, and that the men were being paid the 
same rate which prevailed all of last year. We 
had not substituted new men for those who had 
formerly worked at those jobs, nor had we be- 
fore Monday afternoon had any. request for in- 
creased pay or sborter hours. The statements 
appearing in the evening papers that we have cut 


$1.60 is absolutely untrue, as we have made no 
change whatever in our seale of wages at any of 
our works during the year 1805. 

We propose to blow out our furnaces at South 
Chicago as fast as we can, and even if the men 
were to go back to work it would probably take 
us several weeks to get back in active operation 
again. 


GRAY THINKS WAGES WILL GO UP. 


But He Considers the Announcement Pre- 
mature Just Now. 

New York, May 7.—Henry C. Frick of the 
Carnegie Steel company of Pittsburg and kK 
H. A. Gray, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Illinois Steel company of Chicago, are in 
town. These men represent the largest steel 
interests in the country and the fact that 
they were together at the same hotel gave 
rise to a rumor that they were here for con- 
ference upon the steel business. 

‘**Has the demand for steel increased to 
such an extent that the Pennsylvania com- 
panies have increased wages as is rumored 
by dispatches in the daily press?’ Mr. Frick 
was asked. 

“I have noticed no such increase, if there 
has been one, and I do not believe that any 
companies ure going to raise wages just at 
present,’’ was his answer. 

Later he said that while business is in- 
creasing and there is a more active demand 
for rails and structural iron, the business 
is not in a condition which he hopes it will 
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that we have not made any cut in.

DEADLOCK WITH THE BRICKMAKERS., 


Bosses Still Refuse to Make the Demanded 
Concessions. 

The strike e:tuation with the brickmakers is 
unchanged as far as the bosses are concerned. 
They still refuse to make the wage conces- 
sions demanded by the men, and there is 
every prospect for a long-continucd strike, 
The Weber-La Bahn company, on which the 
strikers and the majority of the manufactur- 
ers place the responsibility of causing the 
trouble, is making nv attempt to operate its 
plant. A manufacturer said yesterday: 
**The scale demanded is not unreasonable. 
It is higher than formerly, but if ail compet- 
ing manufacturers pay it there would be no 
difficulty. The cost of brick is little more 
than the cost of iabor in makingit. If Mr. 
Weber pays 32 cents a thousand where his 
competitors pay 58 for thesame class of work 
he can increase his business and at the same 
time make a profit of neariy 100 per cent on 
labor alone.”’ 

Three of the pickets acting for the striking 
brickiayers were arrested at 1:30 yesterday 
morning at Weber & La Bahno’s brickyard, 
South Evanston, by Deputy Sheriff Good- 
man, They are John Tollok, Albert Schicht, 
and Charies Schramm. The three men, in 
company with a number of others, were on 
duty at the yard till Monday night as pickets 
and in that capacity made a number of visits 
to the interior of the yard. Deputy Sheriff 
William McComb says they became unruly. 
In defauit of bail the men were taken to the 
County Jail. 

On behalf of the striking brickmaking em- 
ployés N. Crossland, Charlies Hank, and 
George Hodge have issued a statement 
which is countersigned by Walter M. Groves, 
Secretary of the 'l'rade and Labor Assembly, 
and by Thomas J. Eiderkin, Vice-President 
of the American Federation of Labor. The 
strikers ciaim that there is harmony between 
employers and employed in every district in 
Cook County except Evanston and the North 
Side of Chicago on the basis of an agree- 
ment as to scale of wages, hours, and rules of 
work, made Jan. 30 last, ana binding for a 
year. They further assert that the strikers on 
the North Side and in Evanston ask nothing 
more than to be put upon the same fogting as 
the employés in the other districts, and that 
they only struck because they had not living 
wages. 


BRICKYARD MEN INDULGE IN A RIOT. 


Sheriff Called to Suppress Trouble Near 
Hudson, N. Y.—Other Labor Matters. 

Hudson, N. Y., May 7.—A riot broke out in 
the brickyard of Welsh. Bros.. seven iniles 
above this city, today, and the Sheriff of Co- 
lumbia County was called upon to quell the 
disturbance, Last evening the body of James 
McGuire, a deckhand on a brick barge load- 
ing at Walsh Bros.’ dock, was found in the 
river. Thereisa belief that McGuire was 
thrown into the water by the infuriated Ital- 
jans. all of whom were drunk yesterday and 
demanded an increase of wages. McGuire 
lived in Newburg. 


Strike Threatened on Hennepin Canal. 

Princeton, Ill. May 7.—[Special. ]}~-Complica- 
tions between the various government foremen 
and their employés on the Hennepin Canal have 
arisen and the latter tothe number of over 400 
threaten to strike unless certain rules are 
adopted. The trouble broke out a few days ago 
when two foremen, James Simpson and George 
Robbins, under threats of discharge compelled 
the men to subscribe to the amount of $30, which 
sum had been assessed against the two foremen 
in the police court for assaulting various work- 
men. The men also claim that part of their pay 
is held back uvon being discharged, and that 
they are obliged to take a certain part of their pay 
in orders on particular saloons. Ata meeting of 
the men it was decided if these and other prac- 
tices were not abolished the men would quit 
work at once. 


Virginia Strikers Peaceable. 

Roanoke, Va., May 7.—The only movements of 
the troops in the coal fields today was the re- 
moval of Capt. Perkins’ command from the 
Browning mines to Pocahontas, Private dis- 
patches state the danger of rioting is past and 
that the presence of the troops will deter the 
miners from any lawlessness. 


Status of the Ohio Strike. 

Columbus, O., May 7.—The status of the Ohio 
miners’ strike today at Corning is that al! are 
out and orderly. Everybody is out at Ballaire, 
and the outiook in the town and on the coal 
roads is reported to be discouraging. The min- 
ers at Cambridge also are ali out and quiet. The 
operators are in sympathy with the ntiners.

The international convention of machinists 
in session at Cincinnati discussed the report on 
referenda. A majority opposed the plan of 100 
delegates being supreme and the State rights 
plan of the lodges was retained as heretofore.

GOVERNMENT REPORT ON THE CROPS, 


General Condition in Illinois and Else. 
where Is Good, 

The weather crop bulletin for Illinois for 
the week ending Monday, May 6, issued by 
Willis L. Moore of the Weather Bureau for 
the United States Department of Agricult- 


ure, is as follows: 

The last week has been characterized by ab- 
normally high temperatures, with rainfall lack- 
ing except in the west central and northern sec- 
tions; the latter settion had heavy showers which 
effectually relieved the drought. The general 
average rainfall of the northern section was 
about 1.75 inches, central section about 1, and 
southern section about .25 of an inch, with tem- 
peratures for the State about 15° daily above the 
normal. All northern and west central counties 
report the general excellent condition of wheat, 
rye, sprouting corn, clover, timothy, and other 
grasses and meadows, potatoes, gardens, and 
fruits. In the southern and east central counties 
the conditions are not so promising: rain is need- 
ed and vegetation is growing slowly, with nox- 
ious insects numerous, especially chinch bugs 
and cut worms. Corn peas is well along over 
the entire State, although slightly further ad- 
vanced in central and northern counties than in 
southern, where dryness has retarded the prepara- 
tion of the ground. Fruit setting is unusually 
heavy; small fruit is advancing rapidly and 
strawberries will probably begin to ripen in the 
southern counties by the last of the week. 

The report of the department for the coun- 
try at large for the same week is in part as

THE COUNCIL NOT REFORMED YET. 

The recommitment—equivalent to a rejec- 
tion—by the Council of the proposed new 
rules is a warning to citizens that they will 
have to watch that body closely during the 
ensuing year, for there is much to be feared 
and little to be hopea for from it until after 
the next spring election. af 

The rules which have been disposed of sum- 
marily by a decisive vote were drafted for 
the purpose of securing the deliberate aad in- 
telligent consideration of measures brought 
before the Council. They provide that an 
ordinance when introduced shall be referred 
to the proper committee, and be considered 
by it; that it shall be printed before it is con- 
sidered; that if amended 1t shall not be acted 
on finally until the ordinance as amended 
has been printed, so that the full effect of 
those amendments may be understood; and 
that a calendar of business shall be made up 
in advance for each meeting, so that it may 
be known what will come up then for consid- 
eration. 

Such provisions as these would make it im- 
possible to put through boodle- ordinances 
like the Ogden gas and the Cosmopolitan 
electric light ones in the manner in which 
they were passed. This would put an end 
to snap games. It would take some 
time for those Aldermen who dicker in fran- 
chises to do what they did early this year ata 
single meeting. While these rules, if adopted, 
would not have converted such Aldermen and 
caused them to give up their evil. practices 
they would have strengthened the honest Al- 
dermen greatly by adding to their ability to 
resist the passage of unfit measures. They 
would have been given time in which to ap- 
peal through the press to the people. 

These rules should have been adopted even 
had there been no boodling in the Council, 
for they would check hasty and thoughtless as 
well as boodle legislation.

Coin’s Financial Fool tells his alleged 
school, on page 119 of a pamphlet purporting 
to state the proceedings at the said ‘‘school’”’:

streets, the education of children in the pub- 
lic schools, the education of adults by means 
of the public library, and the recreation 
afforded to both by the park system, 

The Financial Fool alleges on the same 
page that the total debts in the United States, 
national, municipal, State, county, corporate, 
and private, are now estimated to be about 
40, millions of dollars, and adds: 

The interest on 40,000 millions at an average 
rate of 6 per cent perannumis 2,400 millions. 
Now, when you consider that the total money 
supply of the country is only about 1,600 mill. 
ious, and that interest money is going principally 
to the East, yoy can see what a zreat sponge this 
debt is, tocome West twice a year and soak up 
your money and take it away. 

Who has estimated 40,000 millions as the 
total of debt? The amount named would be 
more than 60 percenton the grand aggre- 
gate of ail kinds: of weaith in the country, 
and not far from the greatest amount that 
could be borrowed on all of it if every dol. 
lar’s worth were under motigage. But that 
is not the case, and if it were, the fact simply 
would mean that people have borrowed so 
much which they ought to pay back. The 
amount is grossly overstated, and so is the 
average rate of interest. Nor isit true that

ness in the West is to Western people of mod- 
erate means, mechanics and domestic help in 
the cities, school teachers in city and country, 
and other earners of wages or small salaries 
whose savings are loaned out by themselves 
or others to people who want the use of the 
money and profess themselves willing to pay 
for it. On page 132 the same false ** author- 
ity’’ states that England is the creditor nation 
of the globe, and on page 139 he has the im- 
pudence to put into the mouth of a leading 
financier the admission that it is considered 
probable our bonds are held in England to a 
larger amount than 56,000 million dollars, 
which involves the payment of 200 millions 
of gold annually by us to England in the shape 
of interest. 

This also is a wild exaggeration. The 5,000 
millions named more nearly represents the 
total indebtedness of all the rest of the world 
to English capitalists, It includes money in- 
vested in Argentine enterprises, Australian 
banks and commercial companies, African 
gold mines and exploration companies, rail- 
roads and mills in India, and more gr less 
money in many other countries, Probably 
the total for the United States does not ex- 
ceed one-quarter of that amount and perhaps 
not a fifth, while the total of interest annu- 
ally due from the United States to England is 
estimated at not more than 50 millions of 
dollars, aad some well-informed persons think 
this 50 millions will include what is due from 
us to the money lenders of other countries in 
Europe as well as to those of the United King- 
dom, ; 

These are only samples of the perversions 
of fact which fill the pages of the pamphlet 
that pleads for a debased silver monometal- 
lism under the false claim that it would be bi- 
metailism, and does so at the behest of a 
small clique of silver mine-owners who care 
nothifig@for the ruin they would bring upon 
the counizy.as a consequence of their iniquit- 
ous scheme being adopted. The pamphlet is 
as-full of lies ““as an egg is of meat,”’ and in- 
tentionally so. Its object and aim 1s to de- 
ceive the American peopie on the money ques- 
tion.

CAVALRY HORSES AND SILVER. 

On page 47 of * Coin’s”’ lying travesty on 
persons and facts, a prominent banker of 
this city is represented as asking the follow- 
ing question: ‘* How can the government by 
passing alaw add a cent to the commercial 
valué of any commodity?’ The alleged an- 


swer to this is as much a fake as is the report. 


that such a question was asked atall, It is 
entirely misleading. It is to the effect that if 
Congress should pass a law authorizing the 
purchase by the government of 100,000 
cavalry horses of certain sizes and qualities, 
and entered the market to buy them, horses 
would advance in value. ‘* Not only the kind 
of horses deajred, but also other horses upon 
which there would bea demand to take the 
places of the horses sold to the government.”’ 

The facts in regard to silver are that the 
government did enter the market us a pur- 


chaser and continued buying during the fif- 


teen years from 1878 to 1893, the value of 
the metal perversely declining the whole 
time, or nearly so, The average value of the 
silver in the United States dollar was 89 
cents for 1878, and steadily declined to 72)¢ 
for 1889. The passage of the Sherman law 
the following July, increasing the monthly 
purchases to 4,500,000 ounces, caused a 
temporary rally to 9214 cents (equal to $1.20 
per ounce), but this was merely a speculative 
advance, and when the speculative buyérs be- 
gan to unload the market broke off badly. It 
kept on declining, in spite of the liberal pur- 
chases by the government, the fact showing 
that the argument in regard to horses did not 
apply to silver. The average bullion value of 
the dollar for 1890 was only 81 cents, not- 
withstanding the stimuius, for the next year 
it was 7614, and for the first ten months of 
1893 it was 614 cents, the lowest quotation 
for the latter term being 51%4 cents. 

The utterly claptrap character of the al- 
leged illustration will be evident to any one 
who reflects that under free coinage, as pro- 
posed by Coin’s Financial Fool, there would 
be no purchases of silver by the government 
to put up the price. The action of the gov- 
ernment in regard to silver would be nearly 
paralleled by the supposed case of its under- 
taking to brand such horses as were brought 
by the owners to an office opened for that pur- 
pose, the owners then having to find pur- 
chasérs among the people if the horses were 
sold at all. The government practically 
would not buy an ounce of silver in a year 
under free coinage, though it would not 
necessarily return to each individual the 
identical silver he brought to the mint to be 
coined. The silver taken there simply would 
be divided up into piec2s, each containing so 
many grains of the pure metal with the ap- 
propriate quantity of alloy, and the fact that 
the coin contained that number of grains 
would be certified to by the mint stamp. In 
effect the action of the government 
in regard to silver would be similar to that of 
the grain warehousetnan who delivers out 
under certuin designations as to. weight and 
quality what he has ‘received, but neither 
buys nor.sells the grain committed to his 
care, and does not add one iota to its value 
uniess paid for cleaning, etc. 

So the alleged illustration does not illus. 
trate. The question, though made up by the 
Financial Fool in such shape as he thought 
best would suit his argument, is not 
answered by him.

William C, Schermerhorn, Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, followed this donation up 
with another of $300,000, to be devoted to 
the erection of uny building the college may 
need. F, A. Schermerhorn, another trustee, 
has given to the college the Townsend Library 
of national, State, and biographical war rec- 

cords, with $4,000 for its fhdexing. Monday, 
therefore, was a red-letter day for Columbia, 
its munificent donors rivaling Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s contributions to the University of Chi- 
cago. ; 

The motive of the gift is quite as interesting 
as the objects the donor seeks to attain. It is 
a memorial to his father, A. A. Low, who ac- 
cumulated his great fortune in the China 
trade—in the language of his distinguished son, 
**a merchant who taught his son to value the 
things for which Columbia Coliege stands.’’ 
How Seth Low has valued these things his 


long and useful career tells, and thus in a 


double sense his gift is a memorial to his 
father.- Ip conveying the donation President 
Low made three conditions: First, ‘hat it 
shall be tne means of extending college privi- 
leges to some of the boys and girls of Brook- 

by the establishment of 
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| sity annual scholarships shall be established ; 


and, third, that the name of his own clase 
(1870) thall be assoviated with a university 
fellowship. Thus both in its original concep- 
tion andin the conditions accompanying it 
Mr. Low was modest in giving as weil as 
mutzificent in his purpose. 

The present year has been a singularly fort- 
unate one for colleges in the United States, 
though the ordinary time for makimg dona- 
tions is at the commencement season. The 
following figures will show the liberality of 
including gifts made since 
Jan. 1, 1895: Monmouth College, Iil., 
$80,000; University of Chicago, $210,000; 
Williams College, $34,000; Hamilton Col- 
lege, $50,000; Catholic University of Ameri- 
ca, $100,000; Alfred (Pa.) University, 
$150,000; Wittenberg (O.) College, $25,- 
000; Tufts (Mass.) College, $70,000; 
Bernard (N. Y.) College, $100,000; Har- 
vard, $20,250; University of Pennsy!vania, 
$10.000; Yale, $145,000; Dickinson (Pa.) 
College, $40,000; University of Michigan, 
$65,000; Columbia College, $1,304,000. 
This is a total of $2,258,750, donated in a lit- 
tle over four months and in every instance by a 
living alumnus, so that not a dollar of it can 
be contested by relatives or diverted from its 
purpose, while in each case the donor will 
have the double happiness of seeing it applied 
according to his plans and realizing the fruits 
of his own generosity. Itis the right kind of 
giving. lt makes its own answer to the sneers 
of Socialists and Anarchists atthe greed of 
wealth, 

JAPAN SECURES INCREASED INDEMNITY. 

It is reported that in consideration of its 
abandonment of all claims to tne Liao Tung 
Peninsula, including Port Arthur, Japan 
wiil receive an additional indemnity of 
$50,000,000, In the end this wil! be better 
for Japan than it would have been had it in- 
sisted upon occupying the peninsula. Even 
if there had been no danger of war with Ger- 
many, France, and Russia, it might have been 
an elephant for Japan. The administration 
might have involved the government in com- 
plications with the other powers having in- 
terests in that lecality, and the cost of main- 
tenance would have been heavy. If it had 
taken possession in defiance of the advice of 
the three powers war would have been in- 
evitable and Japan would have been crushed, 
Fighting with China is a different thing from 
fighting with three or any one of the three 
western civilized powers. Japan would have 
lost its fleet at the first encounter, and it 
speedily would have been at their mercy and 
would have had to meet some heavy in- 
demnity bills itself, As it is, its statesmen 
have shown wisdom in not pushing its pre- 
tensions too far, It now has _ undis- 
puted possession of the rich Island 
of Formosa, so far as the other powers are 
concerned, Any resistance on the part of the 
Chinese in the island to the Japanese occupa- 
tion will be of no avail. It has opened up 
China to its own and European trade and 
commerce. It has compelled the Chinese 
Goternment to take off its likin tax, which 
amounted toa prohibition of trade with the 
interior. It has possession of most of the 
Chinese fleet and an immense amount of 
munitions, ordnance, eupplies, and other 
spoils of war. Finally, it has obtained a 
large indemnity, which will more than com- 
pensate it for the expense of the war, and it 
has secured for itself the respect of the civil- 
ized world by its rapid assimilation of civilized 
methods. by its skill and courage, and by its 
sympathy with modern progress. Ina word, 
it has become the dominant power of the 
Orient. If its statesmen are wise they will 
allow nothing to prejudice of endanger that 
position.

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“YOUNG MEDILL” BESTS “BOY COIN.” 


Omissions Supplied and Corrections Made 
in Their Reported Dialogue. 

On the ninth page of the report of the pro- 
ceedings in Coin’s school it is said “‘ Young 
Medill’ took part in a dialogue in the Art 
Institute on the Lake Front with Coin, and 
the former is represented as saying that 
**his father claimed that prior to 1873 there 
never had been but eight million [standard] 
dollars of silver coined.’’ Then, according 
to the report, Coin answered by stating that 
‘“‘about 100 millions of foreign silver had 
found its way into this country prior to 1860, 
It was principally Spanish, Mexican, and 
Canadian coin. It had all been made legal 
tender in the United States by act of Con- 
gress. Congress passed laws making all 
foreign silver coins legal tender in this coun- 
try.”’ Then, to prove his statement, Coin 
went on to read from the statutes: 

‘“‘ Be it further enacted, That from and 
after the passage of this act the following 
foreign silver coins shall pass current with- 
in the United States, and be receivable by 
trade for the payment of all debts and de- 
mands at the rates following—that is to say: 
The Spanish pillar dollars and.the dollars of 
Mexico, Peru, and HBolivia,’’ etc. 

Then, according to the report in the comic 
ricture book, ‘*‘ Young Medill turned red in 
the face and hung his head.”’ 

This account.of what took place was writ- 
ten by a man named Harvey from Montana, 
who was not only a poor reporter but who 
was resolved that his cub Coin should have 
the best of the argument in the book, 
whether he actually got the best of it or not. 
Some of the errors in his report may be 
pointed out and some of its omissions sup- 
plied, as follows: 

In the first place ‘‘ Young Medill ’’ was not 
the son; but a grandson of the editor, and 
was younger than Coin, but with more gen- 
eral correct information. In the second 
place, he did not get confused when Coin 
had made his little statement and read his 
extract from the statutes. He looked up 
brightly and said: 

‘*T remember reading that law. It is the 
one passed in 1843. Now, Mr. Coin, read the 
rest of that section. Read the words you 
skipped or slurred over with an ‘ etcetera.’ ”’ 

Very reluctantly Coin read: 

“ Of not less than 807-1,000 in fineness and 
415 grains in weight at 100 cents each, and 
the five-franc pieces_of France at not less 
than 900-1,000 in fineness and 384 grains in 
weight at 05 cents each.” 

‘“Why did you omit that part of the sec- 
tion in the first place?” asked Young Medill. 
‘‘ Was it to make these people who are here 
believe that all the foreign silver which was 
in this country prior to 1860 was made legal 
tender, instead of only a few _ specified 
coins?’’ 

It was Coin that,turned red in the face and 
hung his head. 

‘You just said that there was Canadian 
silver in this country prior to 1860, and that 
it had been made legal tender, and you read 
this law of 1843 to prove it. Show mea law 
which ever made Canadian silver a legal 
tender in this country.” 

Coin was mum, 

‘** Was not most of the foreign silver in this 
country prior to 1S60.Sparish or Spanish- 
American haif-dollars, or quarter-dollars, or 
shillings, or English shillings, or French 
francs? Was any foreign coin less than a4 
dollar ever made.a legal tender? Hold up 
your head, Coin, and answer me that ques- 
tion.”’ 

Said Coin: ‘*‘ Most.of the foreign silver was 
what you state, andl admit that it never 
was made legal tender.’’ 

“That is not all,’ said Young Medill. 
‘** Were there not other large foreign coins 
in this country prior to 1860 besides the 
Spanish and Spanish-American dollar an: 
l“rench five-franc pieces?’’ 

** There may have been,’’ said Coin. 

** Were’ not there German thalers, and 
Scandinavian rix dollars, and Austrian dol- 
lars?”’ 

** I have heard of them,” said Coin. 

“They were not legal tenders by law, 
were they?”’’ 

‘* No.” 

** Now I want to ask you if they did not 
circulate the same as the foreign coins 
which were made legal tenders? Were not 
ey used to pay debts with and buy goods 
with?’’ 

‘I don’t know. Perhaps they did.” 

“On what basis did they circulate—was 
it not on their bullion value basis?’’ 

‘“* What do mean?” asked Cofn. 

“*I mean this: The law of 1843 said cer- 
tain coins which had 100 cents worth of 
silver in them should pass for a dollar and 
others which had 93 cents worth of silver 
in them—French five-franc pieces—should 
pass for 938 cents. Now, then, were the 
German thalers, millions of them, which 
had 75 cents worth of silver in them, passed 
for 75 cents, and they were not legal tenders 
in this country? Then the government's 
way of dealing with foreign silver was just 
the same as the people’s way. Each ap- 
praised such coin according to its silver 
bullion value in gold. Do you deny that?’’

‘* Now, the fact is,’’ said Young Medill in 
conclusion, ** that the foreign silver which 
was made legal tender would have passed 
current just as well for all it was worth 
without a law of Congress as with it for all 
what it was worth in gold. Instead of the 
legal tender quality giving value to foreign 
silver coins it had no effect whatever on 
their purchasing power. And yet you say,” 
observed Young Medill, ‘‘ that the country 
was on a silver basis then, and that the 
volume.of those foreign coins which circu- 
lated in this country depended on their be- 
ing made legal tenders by act of our Con- 
gress.’’ 

All this was omitted by Reporter Harvey, 
Why he left it out any intelligent reader 
can see.

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Ranger Is Sent to Esmeraldas to Keep 
Watch on an Imminent Revolution 
State Department Keeps’a Secret Well 
=Gen. Alfaro Plans a Coup=Nicaragua 
Busy Preparing to Defend Bluefieldse 
Cuban Insurgents Are Growing Bolder 
-Attack Towns and Burn Houses. 

Washington, D. C., May 7.—The fact leaked 


~ out at the Navy Department today after hav- . 


wing been successfully hidden from the public 
fora week that the United States steamer 
Ranger had been ordered from Buena Ven- 
tura, Colombia, on May 2|' to Esmeraldas, a 
port in Northern Ecuador, where she prob- 
ably has been for the last four days, the voy- 
age beg only about 450 miles in lengsh. 
This order was issued atthe request of the 
State Department, where it was said the re- 


‘quest had been made because the department 


had been convinced by representations ‘made 
by Americans having interests in Ecuador 
‘that it would be Wise to do so, 

No further statement as to the nature of 
the trouble that has arisen in Ecuador could 
be gathered at the State Department, but 
from.other sources it is learned that a revolu- 
tion is believed to be impending in that coun- 
try as the outcome of the hitter popular dis- 
satisfaction engendered by the use of the 
Ecuadorian flag to cover the transfers to Ja- 
pan of the Chilean cruiser Esmeralda last 
winter. Some American corporations have 
Jarge interests in silver mines and other prop- 


- erties-in Ecuador, and it was upon their rep- 


resentations the State Department acted, al- 
though it has no assurances a revolution has 
actually broken out. 

A month ago Gen. Aloy Alfaro, the leader 
of the Ecuadorian Radical party, sent from 
Nicaragua, where he was in exile, a proclama- 
tion in which he said the honor of the gov- 
ernment was at stake, and the only way to set 


~ itself right before the world would be to de. 


pose those who were iu power. President 
Cordero is one of the officiala against whom 
the revolutionists protest. All the students 
at the college at Guayaquil, and even the mu- 
nicipal employés, have issued protests against 
the present administration and asking for the 
resignation of President Cordero, 

It is said Gen. Alfaro, if not now in Ecua- 
dor, is near the border, and his followers, 
numbering between 5,000 and 10.000, are 
enthusiastic. Reports, of which there has 
been no confirmation, however, say Ibarra, a 
town of 2,000 inhabitants, near Quito, the 
capital, is in the hands of the opponents of 
Cordero, who put the town officers to flight. 

Alfaro is greatly feared by Ecuadorians. 
He was exiled to Nicaragua for his part in 
the revolution of 1885. One of his feats at 
that time was the capture of a cruiser with 
500 men on board off Guayaquil. Alfaro’s 
force numbered seventy-five. 

The coagt defense ship Mbnterey arrived at 

‘Panama from Acapulco. Her original orders 
were to proceed to Callao, Peru, but these are 
now subject to change in view of the end of 
the internal troubles in that country and the 
fact that the sending of the Alert to San Juan 
del Sur, Nicaragua, has left the isthmus un- 
protected. The revolution’ in Colombia will 
probably cause the Navy Department to de- 
tain the Monterey at Panama for a time.

FRANCE MAKES A KICK 


PEARS THE PROXIMITY OF JAPANX- 
ESE TROOPS TO TONQUIN. 


Begins Negotiations Having in Vigw the 
Recession of Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores Island to China, or the Merely 
Nominal Garrisoning of Those Islands 
by Japan—Spain Anxious About the 
PhillipineseItalian Chamber of Depu- 
ties Dissolved by King Humbert. 

Paris, May 7.—It.is said France is negotiat- 
ing with Japan regarding the recession of 
Formosa and the Pescadores Islands to 
China. France insists in the event of Japan 
holding the islands the strength of the Japan- 
ese garrisons and the number of warships be 
limited. 

Hong Kong, May 7.—Five thousand troops 
have started from Canton for the Isiand of 
Formos: in order to suppress the expected 
opposition of the Black Flags to the occupa- 
tion of that island by the Japanese. Many of 
the troops are unreliable and likely to join 
the Black Flags. 

Madrid, May 7.—In the Cortes today the 
Duke of Tetuan, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
said Spain was on the best terms with Japan, 
but nevertheless the government deemed it 
advisable to take certain steps to safeguard 
the Spanish interests in the Philippine Is - 
ands.

OSCAR WILDE IS RELEASED ON BAIL, 


Lord Douglas and the Rev. Stewart Head- 
lam Become His Bondsmen, 

London, May 7.—Oscar Wilde was released 
on bail today after furnishing a personal bond 
for $12,500 and two sureties in $6,250 each. 
His sureties were Lord Douglas, eldest eur- 
viving son of the Marquis of Queensberry, 
and the Rev. Stewart Headlam. The latter is 
a graduate of Cambridge University and re- 
sides at Hyde Park Gare. He was inter- 
viewed shortly atter it became known that 
he had become one of Wilde’s bondsmen, and 
said: “I became surety for Oscar Wilde on 
public grounds. I felt the public mind was 
prejudiced before the case began, and I am 
anxious to give him any help possible in order 
to enable him to stand trial in good health 
and spirits.’’ 

Wilde was driven in a cab from Holloway 
Jailto Bow Street Police Court, where his 
bail was formally accepted. Then, in com- 
pany with Lord Douglas,* Wilde left the 
court. 

Wilde had a lengthy consultation tonight 
with his bondsmen, with Sir Richard Clarke, 
his leading counse/, and with his solicitors, 
The latter heve promised to keep the authori- 
ties posted in regard to the movements of 
their client. Wilde is suffering from nervous 
prostration and has declined to be inter- 
viewed, 

[The Rev. Stewart Headlam, who, with Lord 
Alfred Douglas, has become surety for Oscar 
Wilde. is almost as remarkable in his way as 
Oscar Wilde himself. He is a clergyman of the 
Church of England; who up to the present has 
never been presented a benefice nor offered a 
curacy. Ho has even had the distinction of be- 
ing refused a iicense to preach within the limits 
of the Diocese of London, withoat which author- 
ity under the signature of the Bishop no clergy- 
man can be given the freedom of the pulpit of 
any church within the diocese... The reason for 
this is the Rev. Stewart Headlam has bold and 
original views upon the subject of theatrical 
representations and ballet dancing, which do not 
find favor with the more austere members of his 
profession. He has on many occasions given 
publicity to his opinions as to the sinlossness of 
ballet dancing and the utility which a judicious 
patronage of the theater would be to religious 
interests. Moreover he has identified himsolf 
behind the scenes and before the footlights as 
well with prominent actors. He has been prom- 
inent in philanthropic work and is pronouncedly 
radical in his political views. He has never done 
anything which if done by a layman would be in 
any degree perilous to his reputation; bat his 
tastes appear to be eccentric in a clergyman and 
have accordingly brought upon him the censure 
of the most conservative body of public opinion 
in England. As a lover of theatricals and a 
prominent man in fashionable life he could not 
fail to become acquainted with Oscar Wilde, and 
his coming to Wilde’s rescue on this occasion is 
only a degree more sensational than several 
previous episodes in his life. |

Rabbi Browne Will Go to Europe on a Mis-

Rabbi Edward B. M. Browne of the Con- 
gregation Emanuel will sail for Europe June 
1 on a mission of importance to students of 
Judaism. He has received an invitation 
from Hebrews in Jerusalem to become a 
member of a committee the work of which is 
to be an investigation of the archives and 
historic legends preserved in Jerusalem 
since the days of Christ.

is in reality an outgrowth of an emergency 


bureau started by the women’s clubs of the ° 


city after the World’s Fair} At that time 
it was found that many deserving persons, 
women especially, were left in the city pen- 
niless from the closing down of the Wprid’s 
Fair industries. More than 1,000 women 
were given work, transportation to their 
homes,;or otherwise assisted. Merged into 
the present organization, the charity has 
widened its field both of labor and useful- 


ness, 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson, Jane Ad-' 
dams, and Mrs. J. M. Flower are three of 
the prime movers in the affair. Dr. Steven- 
son said last night much good afready had 
come from concerted action. It prevented 
charities from overlapping., And in we | 
cases dishonest persons had been unearthe

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same time. The organization is only in its 
infancy and has enlarged plans for future 
action. It'is hoped to have ar honest em- 
ployment bureau in conjunction with the 
work in the near future; a place where 
those who have labor to exchange, if need 
be for food and clothing, such an arfrange- 
ment can be effected. Also a chain of such 
bureaus is to be established in the various 
cities, thus regulating the supply and de- 
mand. This will obviate the congesting of 
any line of trade in one city. 

Central offices are established at the rooms 
of the Civic Federation in the First National 
Bank Building. Here nearly all the recog- 
nized charities of the city are registered and 
work in unison. These are fifty in number. 


‘A complete list is turned in from these sepa- 


rate headquarters, giving the number of 
cases assisted, their names, residence, con- 
dition, and so on. Likewise cases of need 
coming under personal observation are re- 
ported to this central bureau, which in turn, 
refers the case to the charity in whose dist- 
rict the case is found. The city has been 
districted much with reference to the loca- 
tion of the various charities. Poor districts 
are helped out by richer ones. One of the 
greatest forces in this gigantic scheme of 
organized, systematized charity is the vis- 
iting committee. This comprises a large 
band who look after individual cases dis- 
covered in need of assistance. The police 
are relied much upon to give information as 
to these cases. If these are found sick, a 
physician is called. Food, ¢oal, and medi- 
cines are procured. If the buildings are un- 
sanitary these visitors see that the landlord 
or his agent makes repairs. If the children 
are out of clothes, garments are procured. 
If they do not attend school, the truant offi- 
cer is notified. |

The 
great question involved so far as the general 
public is concerned is whether thé. gas com- 


. penies will raise the price of gas to consu- 


mers. Controller Wetherell declined abso- 
lutely to give out any information regarding 
the conference, or even tosay if an under stand- 
: had been reached. Itis understood an-

are Opened. that the Mayor and the 
Chairman of tne Finnnce committee will be 
present.

LAVIS GETS A VERDICT FOR $20,000. 


asserts there 


Wisconsin Central Must Pay Him That Sum 
for Loss of Limbs. 

A verdict for $20,000 damages was re- 
turned by a jury in Judge Goggin’s court 
yesterday against the Wisconsin Central 
railroad company in favor of Edmond Lavis. 
The latter was a passenger on a suburban 
train of the company Oct. 28, 1888, bound for 
Wis home in Austin. While the train was in 
motion and traveling at a high rate of speed 
Lavis left his seat in the front part of the car 
and walked to the rear end. As he neared 
the door the train gave a sudden lurch for- 
ward and he was thrown through the open 
door over the, ‘platform and under the 
wheels. Both his feet were taken off and he 
was otherwise yhjured. Lavis began suit 
against the company in 188 for.$20,000 and 
about two years later it was tried before 
Judge Kettelle. The jury was instructed by 
the court that because Lavis had left his 
seat to go to the end of the car and had been 
jolted off the train the company was not re- 
sponsible for the accident which had be- 
fallen him, and a verdict for the company 
was returned. Lavis appealed and the Ap- 
pellate Court reversed the ruling of Judge 
Kettelle. The case then went to the Su- 
preme Court and the decision of the Appel- 
late Court was affirmed and the case re- 
manded for a new trial. When the case was 
called yesterday Lavis hobbled to the wit- 
ness stand on crutches, and the company, 
which .is now in the hands of receivers, did 
not put in an appearance or make any de- 
fense. Lavis told his story to the jury and 
he was given a verdict for the amount for 
which he originally sued.

Starting north from Lincoln Park, out Evans- 
ton avenue and Sheridan road, through the beau- 
tiful Towns of Buena Park, Argyle, Edgewater, 
South Evanston, Evanston, and North Evanston, 
and then still north along the Sheridan road, fol- 
lowing the lake, through Wilmette, Kenilworth, 
Grosse Point, and Winnetka, where are some of 
the most delightful gullies to be seen on the 
north shore. Still north—one cannot miss the 
road—through the woods north of Winnetka, Lake- 
side, ‘Lake Forest, Glencoe, and a number of 
other smaller places, until Highland Park is 
reached. Here the aoamery is at its best, and, for 
the comparatively short distance to Chicago, na- 
ture is singularly untouched by the hand of civi- 
lization. Some of the bluffs here are over 100 
feet high. The Sheridan road follows the gen- 
eral contour of the land, and through some of 
those grand old woods it is simply beautiful. 
Fort Sheridan is but a step farther, some three or 
four miles, and you are privileged to ride around 
the splendid roads built by the soldiers of Uncle 
Sam, and down the road made out of a natural 
gully which follows the curves and turns as made 
by nature, and finally bursts on Lake Michigan. 
This trip can easily be made in a day, as it cov- 
ers only fifty miles. 

Route Suggested by 8S. L. Danziger. 

From my point of view the prettiest and most 
interesting bicycle trip out from Chicago Is the 
ride to Fort Sheridan—about sixty miles for the 
round trip from the Court-House. It is an all- 
day trip if a person desires to have an enjoyable 
ride, and it takes one for the greater part of the 
distance close to Lake Michigan, the wide expanse 
of water being very refreshing to the eye on a 
warm summer's day. 

The Sheridan drive is completed for the prestet 

art of the distance. You run through aAncoln 

‘ark. through Lake View to Edgewater, South 
Evanston. Evanston, Wilmette, Kenilworth, Win- 
netka, Lakeside, Glencoe, Ravinia, and lighland 
Park. It is worth while to spend sevefjal hours 
at the reservation and see an encampment of 
Incle Sam’s boys and have a chat with them. 
The grounds and buildings are laid out in a pic- 
turesque manner and the roads are very good, 
The return ride can be varied, as there are two 
roads leading to the fort. 

Route Suggested by H. H. Mallory. 

A most delightful ride is through Victoria Park, 
Niagara Falls. I crossed Suspension Bridge late 
one afternoon last summer and until dusk roamed 
through the drives and paths of that enchanted 
place unhindered, for at that hour few stragglers 
remained. While the falls may be seen best at 
morning or midday, the park and the islands 
above are best after the visitors are gone—are 
most charming in their solitude. The walks were 
deserted: no spoony couple desecrated Lovers’ 
Lane. I followed the path of the river's edge; I 
ran along the walks among the trees; I crossed 
the rope bridges which joined the islands, the in- 
stinctive fear of bicycle ordinances lost in the 
charm of beauty and restfulness of the place, as 
through the twilight came the muffled roar of the 
distant cataract. Few spots offer so much enjoy- 
ment in two hours to a nature-loving wheelman as 
does this on Niagara’s shore. 


ANOTHER RELAY RIDE TO NEW ZORK. 


Century Koad Club Officials to Meet Here 
and Discuss the Plan. 

President Skinkle of the Century Road 
club is expected to be in Chicago in a few 
days to confer with Secretary Fairchild, 
Vice-President Berger, Chairman Walden 
of the Road Records committee, and Will- 
iam Hértitk, the Chief Centurion of the or- 
der. It-is understood that one of the sub- 
jects to be discussed at this conference: of 
national officers is the advisability of pro- 
moting a relay ride between Chicago and 
New York such as was contemplated last 
year. It is likely, however, that the talk on 
the subject will end in the club’s codépera- 
tion with those who are now undertaking to 
start such a ride from New York in June. 

The Chicago Athletic Association is anx- 
ious to see all of its members who ride bi- 
cycles participate in a club run from the 
club house to the South Side baseball 
grounds next Saturday. It is not generally 
known that there are at least 400 or 500 mem- 
bers of the C. A. A. who are wheelmen. If 
they could be separated from the general 
membership they would form the strongest 
cycling body in the country. 

The Lincoln club has offered the use of its 
house to the participants in the Chicago road 
race Decoration day at the conclusion of the 
race. Next Monday evening there will be a 
meeting of the Associated Cycling clubs in 
the Old Colony Building, when the prepara- 
tions for the race will be completed. 

The annual run of the club men in Chicago 
will be held the Sunday prior to the road 
race. Last year 750 riders were in attend- 
ance. This year it is expected that upward 


of 1,500 will participate.

ing established a dump for the garbage of the 
Twenty-fourth Ward. 

In bis capacity as Lincoln Park Commis- 
sioner has Col. Cooper made a handy ar- 
rangement with himself in his other capacity 
as scavenger contractor of the Twenty-fourth 
Ward? 

It fills the north end of the park with a vile 
odor, and scavenger wagons are outfof place 
along the driveways, but then it is handy for 
Contractor Cooper, and the park policemen 
know the friendly relations existing between 
him and Lincoln Park Commissioner Cooper, 
who has something to say about their jobs. 
The case was plain enough, for every wagon 
bere on ite side a red board on which in 
black letters were the words: 

JOHN 8. COOPER, 
; CONTRACTOR, : 
: NO, — TWENTY-FOURTH WARD. : 

Besides that the Colonel was at the dump 
himself and his presence was sufficient to. con- 
vince the park employés that decayed meat 
and vegetables gave off a pleasant odor and 


| that the unspeakable contents of garbage- 


boxes is all old paper and ashes. 
Says It Must Be Stopped. 

But President’ Andrew Crawford of the 
Park Board doesn’t agree with his einployés, 
whom he instructed to see that ws ob- 
jectionabie was dumped into the park. When 
he learned last night that plain, ill-smelling 
filth from the Twenty-fourth Ward was being 
dumped with ashes, paper, and other débris 
he was greatly surprised, and said that would 
have to be stopped, evenifa Park Commis- 
sioner was responsible for the mischief. At 
the sarne time he explained how it happened 
the filling was being done, as will appear 
later. 

Col. Cooper has fourteen teams hauling gar- 
bage from the Twenty-fourth Ward, and he 
turned all of them into Lincoln Park ysster- 
day morning. They are expected to haul twen- 
ty-eight loads one day and forty-two the next, 
so that by the end of the week these teams, 
if not interfered with, will dump 210 wagon- 
loads of garbage in the park. Before the 
Colonel hit upon Lincoln Park his teams had 
to haul their stuff to Diversey street and Ash- 
land avenue. As Division is the north and 
Wells street the west boundary of the Twenty- 
fourth Ward there is an appreciable differ- 
ence in distance between the LincolngPark 
dump and the one at Ashland avenue. 

How Cooper Gained Permission, 

Col. Cooper’s Lincoln Park dump is on the 
lake shore, about half-way between Fullerton 
avenue and Diversey street extended. At this 
point there isa gap of 125 yards in the level 
of the park and aiso the wooden breakwater 
which runs along the shore, President Craw- 
ford said last night: 

** We have been discussing for over a year 
the advisability of completing this brea«- 
water and levelimg up the park along 
the shore between Fullerton avenue and 
Diversey street for a speeding course. 
For about a quarter of a_ mile north 
of Fullerton avenue this is already done, but 
the course is too short and too near the main 
shore drive. The result is that horses are 
speeded north and then turned to the left into 
the driveway. I consider that dangerous. 
North of where the course now ends and near 
Diversey street the main driveway curves to 
the left, This would leave sufficient room to 
turn between the speeding course and the 
driveway; or the horses might be turned on 
Diversey avenue. Horsemen on the North 
Side wanted this improvement made last 
year, but I thought we could put the 
money in other improvements more 
urgently needed. The matter came 
up in our board meeting yesterday and we 
decided to advertise for bids for the 125 
yards of wooden breakwater. Then I ‘re- 
marked that it would cost something to dothe 
filling. Col, Cooper said he would do that for 
nothing. Ashe does a general teuming busi- 
ness outside of scavenger work, I told him all 
right. He has some fast horses and is inter- 
ested in having the speeding course cem- 
pleted, and he has been clever about doing 
things for the park at. his own et- 
pense. But, my! I never dreamed he 
would use garbage for filling. That wiil 
never do, even if he is a _ Lincoln 
Park Commissioner. I didn’t supoose the 
filling would be gilt-edged, but we can’t afford 
to have any garbage. have been very par- 
ticular about what was being dumped there. 
More or less material has been placed off and 
on all spring, but it has been first-class filling 
ana I have instructed the policemen to allow 
nothing objectionable to be unloaded. Were 
more, no policemen around yesterday ?”’

Covering the Garbage with Sand. 

“‘ The Colonel is doing the job very nicely. 
He is covering the garbage and paper with a 
layer of sand and gravel to prevent it smeil. 


* That doesn’t helpitany. The garbage 
will heat and poisonous gases will come up 
through the soil, We can’t have anything 
like that. There must be no garbage what- 
ever dumped in the park.” 

The stuff that Col, Cooper’s teams was 
dumping yesterday varied. Some loads were 
85 per cent paper, ashe’. ana general alley 
débris. The other 15 per cent was animal 
and vegetable matter in a state of decay. 
Other wagons were not so good, There was 
much more garbage, and tnere was sufficient 
moisture in one ot the s to drip from 
its sides.. There was mu ryt.
